observed by the Jew In. the early 
•pring. IB commemoration of the 
Exodu* from Egypt, It begins this 
year on the eveninj of April 10 and 
tk observed for eight days by Ortho- 
dox Jews, and for seven days by Re- 
form Jews. In ancient Jewish life. It 
waa the first of the three Pilgrim 
festivals upon which every male Jew 
waa required to present himself in 
person at the central sanctuary In 
Jerusalem. 


Although tke Paaaover has certain 


eaturea in common with the univer- 
sal spring festival. It is its historical 
significance which gives- it lasting 
vitality. It ia the great Independence 
Day of the Jew, the first event in his 
national Jtlstoty, an event which be- 
came fundamental In all his think- 
ing, as' evidenced by the frequent 
reference to the great deliverance 
from Xcrpt. 


The festival is ushered Jn by a 


family service, called the Seder, at 
which certain symbolic 
ceremonies 


are observed. 
Each participant is 


required-to drink four ctlps of wine. 
In memory of the four promises 
made by the Eternal to redeem Israel 
from bondage. On the table, are the 
unleavened cakes 
(Matioth). the 


shin-bone of a lamb (roasted on the 
coals), commemorative of the Pas- 
chal sacrifice, a roasted egg: a mix- 
ture, of apples and nuts (Charosetk), 
to symbolize the mortar with which 
the "Egyptians made bitter 
the 


lives':, of oar ancestors: aad bitter 
herb* (Moror). reminiscent of the 
uaaappy days in Egypt In song and 
stery. ike tale of the oppression and 
the deliverance is rehearsed. Psalms 
of thaikaftvin* strike tke keyset* . 
tbe happy occasion. 
Tne services. 


Interrupted for the family dinner, 
cloee with a number of merry folk- 
soag*. expressive of the character of 
the celebration.
